THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in the 
County of Carroll, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, 
in said town, on Tuesday the 13th day of March, 1923, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: . 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote: a Clerk; one 
or more, not exceeding three, Highway Agents; two 
Auditors; one Selectman for three years; two Library 
Trustees for three years; one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years; and such other Officers and Agents as 
the town may judge necessary. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money, 
as may be necessary to repair Highways and Bridges 
in said town; for the support of the Poor in said town; 
for the support of the Public Library in said town. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for State Aid Maintenance, for 
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TOWN OF MOULTONBORO 


Trunk Line Maintenance and Reconstruction under the 
State Aid Act, or Motor Vehicle Act. 


4. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money necessary to secure State Aid for 
the suppression of the White Pine Blister, such sum to 
be treated in the same manner as a joint State and 
Town Fund. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars for Electric Lights, near Center Harbor Village 
and at Moultonboro Corner, both in Moultonboro.

REPAIRS 


A few of the parents residing near the Greene’s Cor- 
ner school building offered to paint the building if the 
district would purchase the material. The school 
board was pleased to do this. Another coat is to be 
added in the spring. 

The Ambrose building has been painted and the 
woodshed and toilets connected with the main building. 
This building is now in a very good condition. 

After careful consideration the school board decided 
to divide the Village room into two parts, one for the 
upper grades and the other for the lower grades. Al- 
ready we can see that this was a move in the right di- 
rection. A coat room was added to the front of the 
building, and it was the purpose of the board to erect 
a woodshed, but not being able to secure anyone io do 
the work early in the fall, it has not been erected. 


At the next annual school meeting the district should 
vote to complete the remodeling of the Village building 
or else vote to erect a new building. 

The present building needs to be painted, two venti- 
lating stoves installed, a woodshed and another toilet 
constructed, slate blackboards and twenty adjustable 
seats purchased. It is estimated that it will cost from 
$1,000 to $1,200 to repair and equip this building. To 
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build and equip a two room building will cost from 
$3,000 to $4,000.
